: Washington, Mar. 23. 

The Chief-of-Staff of the French Armed 
Forces, General Paul Ely, today reviewed. the 
military situation in Indo-China, ‘and particularly 
the present battle for Dien Bien Phu, during a 
35-minute talk with the American Secretary of 
State! Mr John Foster Dulles, at the State Depart- 
ment, it was announced tonight. 

The Chairman of the ‘United States Joint 
Chiefs-of-Staff, Admiral Arthur Radford, was 
present at the talk. On the French side there 
were ‘also the French representative on the NATO 
Standing Group, General Jean Valluy, and the 
French Minister in Washington, M. Jean Daridan. 

A State Department spokesman said after the 
meeting that according to General Ely, Vietminh divi- 
sions threatening Dien Bien Phu had a potential four to 
five times greater than those of the French Union 
forces defending the besieged camp. 


General Ely had em- 
phasised that the Com- 
munists did not appear con- 
cerned with their own losses 


in manpower. 

“General Ely said the 
situatlon was serious and It was 
not known how many waves of 

| infantrymen the Vietminn 
would throw into the battle,” 
‘the spokesman sald, 

Following General Ely's  re- 
; view, Mr Dulles paid a tribute 
to the gallant Dien Bien Phu 
Harrison and sald: “the cycs of 
the whole free world are watch- 
ing thelr efforts’, 

Mr Dulles later toi2 a Press 

conference he did not expect a 


group of B-26 bombers, Mr 
Dulles, said he preferred to wail 
for a conference with General 
Ely und Admiral Radford be- 
fore discussing the subject.

A rush-of ‘reports on crimes by children in the 


United States has Jed‘to new efforts to find a 
cure for the country’s ever growing problem of 


juvenile delinquency.

The reports have evoked com- 
ment by parents, teachers and 
tlerfymen, who sald the de 


Ainquent .was either ‘a heroin- 


taking, knife-wiclding hooligan 
to be dealt with by the low, or 
merély a friendiesa child, for 
whom love and proper attention 
is the orily cure. 


According ‘to a survey cyrricd 
out under the ausplees of 
Columbia University by’ Dr 
‘David Abrahamsen, Norwegian- 
born psychintrist, 10 per cent of 
the children in elementary 
schools in the United States arc 
emotionally disturbed. 

Dr Abrahamsen reported that 
“Ideally”, a school system should 
have one psychiatrist for cvery 
8,000 children, one psychologist 


\ 


Ne said that the “protlem 
kids" should -be removed from 
regular schools to full time 
“parental schoola’, so that the 
“normal, adjusted. — children 
should be protected and rectived 
the education which was their 
right” ' 

The children sent to the 
speelal schools would recolve the 
proper ‘help and guidance which 
they did not get at home. 

In a forum held at n schoo) in 
Cleveland, several —atudents 
about ‘17 yearn old stated = the 
answer to juvenile delinquency 
very simply: “They were bored." 

“The trouble with us js that 
we've done everything,” one 
youth explained, “We've been 
to a million parties. We're tired 
of telovision. We're Ured of 
shows.” 

The most important among 
the recent steps to cure Juvenile 
delinquency was the passage In

New ‘Observatory Plan 
For South Africa 


The Hague, Mar. 23. 

Leading astronomers from six European 
countries decided at a meeting at Leiden to seek 
funds to build 2 £1,250,000 observatory in South 
Africa. 

A survey team of experts is expected to go to the 
Union this year to choose a site on which to build the 
first major telescope in the southern hemisphere— 
probably a 120-inch instrument, second in size only to the 
giant 200-inch telescope at Mount Palomar, California.

Weapons 


Warning - 


Washington, Mar. 23. 
The Justice Department today made public 
a letter sent to all United States law enforcement 
officials by the Federal Bureau of Invesiigation 
Director, Mr J. Edgar Hoover, requesting an alert 
against the possible smuggling of small atomic 


weapons into the United 


States. 


The Department said that the letter was dis- 


tributed in

recognising atomic weapons 
which might be carried by an 
individual, Mr Hoover gave a 
description of what such 
devices were likely to look 
like, But he added that It 
would be impossible to describe 
exactly what form a_ foreign 
atomic bomb might take.

together. The Important -thing 
about each of these methods ts 
that masses of fissionable 
material must be placed’ into 
rapid motion, We know that 
high explosives are capable of 
giving any material such neces- 
sory rapid motion. 

THE DEVICES 

“In the first case, wo would 
look for some kind of barrel 
device using high explosives to 
blow one piece of fissionable 
material from the breech end of 
the gun down through’ the barrel 
into another -piece Sf fssionable 
muterial firmly ancfibred In the 
muzzle end of theygun. 

“In the second/@ase, we would 


look for a device using high 
explosives to squeeze fissionable 
material.“ : i 

He sald that the latter “device 
would Involve the principle of 
‘Implosion”—a .bursting Inward 
ng contrusted with the bursting 
outward of an explosion. 

. The letter cajled attention’ to 
the fact that ‘the fissfdnable 
material was elther uranium or 
plutonium, which weighed half 
ognin as much as lead. Hg sug- 
gested that 50 Ibs.of such mate- 
riuls in spherical shape would 
be about the size of a grapefruit,
